She'd see rae there but I have no means of getting there, 
phoned the friend today, but no one was home, ‘“eanwhile, x have an invitation 
to go there for dinner during the holidays and I will. 

I went to encourage you to try end understand that some of the extremely 
conservative people who are in no way connected with the assassination are on our 
side and have been very helpful. I really expeet more help from them. I am satis- 
fied in my ov/n mind there is nothing sinister about the fact that Sylvia was with 
the ^‘ogerses,, % the way, 4 also interviewed her uncle two weeks ago. confirms 
whet X learned in Bellas, she has divorced the husband she remarried, is back in 
the U;S, , in Florida, and has married mother man. If your friend knows hsr new name 
and address, I'd like to h’-‘.ve it in ease I do get down there. 1 might. I never know. 

I didn t expect to go to Milas after I saw you, but I did. - 

Shat you suggest sounds like basically a good approach if your friend 
is willing to take the time. 1 think the most important thing is not to color her 
recollection,, hot to feed hsr what she might consciously or subconsciously feed back. 
If ahe knows any of the men involved, end if ' u sl has any pictures, I think it impor- 
tant to include other pictures so the identification will not be automatic. 

You know the story you t oldx me. Get that on tape. tt et her to add Why 
they were with Sylvia, the dates, who asked them, why they expected what they dia- 
lled she forecast it, or had she said what led them to expeet it. I an satisfied 
she anticipated the assassination, I sm also satisfied the federal agents did not 
report everything she told them. know some of what they left out, but not enough. 

I am satisfied they foreed an identification ofxthe men who visited her on her, 

including perhaps forcing her to specify names when she may not have be eh certain. 

Her best independent recollection is important. Also, the direction the 3e d her 
into, if your friend knows these things. Then there is the story of Baehsnn, what 
embarrassed him, if she knows and will tell (she may be willing to put it in a letter 
to me but not tell more than one person), »<hat does she know about Lucille ^oauell 
and what transpired at her house. Does she know the story of Sylvia and tbs pillow 

gt the Rogerses, or of the letter from Connell, then In Boston, Sylvis left behind. 

If she knows these, 1 need details. Then there is the Ramos girl and her story, if 
'she knows it. This Is one of the several things involving Lieutenant Butler. 

Does she know or te lie vs Sylvia told ^aehann things in the confessional? Does she 
know or conjecture what? Incidently, I suspect this. Be told ns he had confidences 
he could not divulge when I led him In this direction, end I respected it. If this 
is the case, he is the second Catholic priest with such a problem, in Bellas. 

does your friend understand, as I hope she does, that the only danger to 
her if she has important information is from silence? There is cause for those who 
might be hurl; by that knowledge to do something if she has kept itsto herself. If 
someone like me knows it, there is nothing to be gained by doing anything to her and, 
in fact, it Is a kind of lnsuranns, for it wuld tend to finger them. The same is 
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even more true of Sylvia, I think it is important that there be a record of .hat 
each could say. ou can trust ±i aX implicitly. n e will not breach confidences. I nlso 
will not use what should not be used. If be and I both have conies of the tape, it 
is even better. 

Regardless of whether she agrees with the opinions I expressed to you, 

1 hope you will get her to speak bar own mind, not mine. These differences can be 
addressed in the future. The i’.'arren Commission had no monopoly on error. I also c an be 
wrong, though I try otherwise and here do not think 1 am. I think the involvement 
of Ferre was personal, and that of the Rogerses is through him, as a favor to him. 
Sylvia’s effljU at ion was with the more leftward group, though it was not genuinely 
to the le ft. his is what makes more incredible the sending of those extreme rightists 
Hall and Howard to her. They were not the guys, as the FBI said, or there was 
acts thing especially devious about this. Does your friend have any ideas along the 
line of who was there? Did Sylvia sey anything not in the evidence about this? Did 
it have say corr ection with the ORE, which had people there about that approximate 
time, or a rally at "hits Rock -hake, at the some approximate time? I have the names, 
and Eal b.ss them available to him from Paul, the young man with the beard ti o you 
met, of those at ono oi; the DRS meetings. Does she think Ed Sehwille had aiy 
involvement? He was a X ex8s Knott’s Berry Farmer. How dead. Genera laclmlker was at 
that DRS meeting. Does she know of any of these people who might have resembled 
Oswald (including from the names, for there was a report Oswald was at that meeting). 

Did Sylvia ever mention my Cubans who worked at Parkland in a woy to 
indicate she had any suspicions of any kind about them? There was one of sfc am 
^schema hod doubts. 1 forgot to ssk him about thst man. I have a name and description 
of a possible candidate from the sstorrs. 

Did Sylvia talk when she wess out, or dia t 3he afterward say anything 
that might he vs significance, or anything thst didn t make sense that ws might 
be able to make sense of? 

I’ve rambled, for it is past my 1st© bedtime, I hope it is comprehen- 
sible, My thanks to you and your friend, end best wishes for s happy holiday 
season and a prosperous year.
